REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: the 
combination of elements as claimed is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented by Applicant's admitted prior art or Bennett et 
^ al. Applicant's admitted prior art discloses a hydraulic jack comprising a hollow valve 
seat (2) extending substantially longitudinally between two end sections, with a body of 
the valve seat connected to a source of pressurized fluid (4); each end of the valve seat 
being connected to a chamber (1 , 2) of the hydraulic jack and receiving a valve. 
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Bennett et al discloses a hydraulic jack comprising a hollow valve seat (2) 
extending substantially longitudinally between two end sections, with a body of the valve 
seat connected to a source of pressurized fluid (via 44); each end of the valve seat 
being connected to a chamber (54, 52) of the hydraulic jack and receiving a valve (66, 



The difference comprises that there is a valve return spring placed inside the 
valve seat, having each of two ends attached to a respective one of the valves.
